2. Claims 1-18 are allowed. 
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3. The following is an examiner's statement of reason s for allowance: 

The closest prior art of record, i.e. Kim, taken alone or in combination, fail to 
teach or fairly suggest at least: transforming the original parallel loop into a full race 
covering loop and then instrumenting the race detection function for the transformed 
parallel loop as recited in the independent claims 1 and 10. 

While Kim discloses the on-the-fly first races detection method, Kim does not 
transform parallel loop into a full race covering loop and instrument a race detection 
function for that transformed parallel loop.
